For the independent voter land I am one I this 
election poses serious problems. There have been 
times when a choice seemed easy—after Ihe pipeline 
debate, for instance. This ia not one of thoee times. 

There is no doubt that lance numbers of inde¬ 
pendent voters are disillusionfd with Mr. Ehefen- 
baker. ThU disillusion goes deeper than politics; it 
is part of a general disillusion about Canada's 
future, and we have seen nothing like it since the 
1930a There has been a sense of aimlessness at 
the top level, a feeling of drift only partially con- 
ceaM by the Micaw'ber-like cloud of optimism 
which allows the country’s leaders to pretend that 
if we Just sit tight things may be okay after a while. 

This lack of imagination, this reluctance to do 
anything different, this government by Royal Com¬ 
mission permeates the so-called quote Progreaalye 
unquote Conservatives. How typically and ambig- 
ously Canadian is that double-barreled name, sug¬ 
gesting as it does a hesitant step forward and then 
a timid hop back; I have a slogan for the Tories: 
MOVE SIDEWAYS WITH THE PROGRESSIVE 
CONSERVA'nVES. 

THE LIIERALS' LOST CHANCES 

'The Liberals, alas, seem equally terrified of 
doing anything unorthodox. On most of the grave 
issues that face the nation the party has back¬ 
tracked and shilly-shallied. It has criticized the 
government's fuzzy defence policy; yet It is hard 
for the average voter to tell what the Liberal policy 
is all about. Do they or don't they want nuclear 
arms on Canadian soil, for instanceT 'The answer 
is a hesitant “Maybe.” 

On the two great national issues—unemploy¬ 
ment and health Insurance—the Liberals had a 
chance to show that theirs was a party of the future. 
They muffed both chances. . . . 

At its 1961 convention the Liberal Party wa.s 
offered a daring plan to come to grips with the 
chronic unemployment problem. The plan, drafted 
in committee, was boldly specific; retrain those 
workers thrown out of Jol^ by machines; pay them 
a living wage while they're learning; find new jobs 
for them and, if necessary, pay their transportation 
to those jobs. This is precisely the kind of surgery 
that is needed in this age of automation, but it 
terrified the Liberal leadership, possibly becau.se it 
had a dangerously liberal ring to it. It didn’t even 
get before the convention. Mr. Pearson still promises 
to solve unemployment, but his aolutioas sound 
vague and unconvincing. I have a slogan for the 
Uberals. too: Bfe CAUTIOUSLY CANADIAN— 
VOTE LIBERALS. 

I do not need a comic slogan for the Social 
Credit Party. They have come up with their own 
which sounds as if it were written by Bob Hope; 
YOU HAVE NOTHING TO LOSE—VOTE SOaAL 
CREDIT. Is it really possible that a party can 
comgfiand votes with this nonsense in 1M2? Yes, 
Virginia, it is possible, especially if the party offers 
every voter a cool $lflO along with It. You see, there 
really IS a Santa Claus. 

THE RADICAL VOTE 

This leaves the New Democratic party, which 
has been desperately trying to pretend that it really 
isn't radical, unorthodox, daring, imaginative or in 
any sense un-Canadian. Fortunately, old habits die 
hard and the NDP's program picks up where the 
CCF left off. In spite of its penchant for caution, 
the NDP has been able to present a clear-cut 
alternative to the old gang. 

Going over its policies I am cheered to see how 
many deal specifically and firmly with matters dis¬ 
cuss^ In this space. The NDP believes in a planned 
immigration policy (such as Ihe Australians have! 

I instead of a haphazard one. It believes In tightening 
I the combines laws, not loosening them. It believes 
In limiting interest rates. It has a retraining plan 
! for unemployed to cope with automation. It has a 
• specific, all-encompassing national health scheme 
and retirement pension scheme. It is firmly oppoMHi 
to Canada joining the nuclear chib. . . . 

' The crisis that Canada faces Is a long-term 
I crisis, only dimly perceived. But an awareness Is 
dawning that we arq being left behind by bolder 
' nations, many of whom have had the foresight and 
the guts to adopt policies long advocated by the 
NDP and CCF. 

The significant thing in this election will not be 
which twin squeaks into office. The really important 
question is whether the total NDP vote win ^ large 
enough to spread concern in the ranks of the stick- 
in-the-muds and whether the individual votes will 
be strong enough to send a healthy corporal’s guard 
I to Ottawa to keep that concern alive. If the NDP 
I goes under, who will be left to needle and wheedle’ 

So. don’t swallow that hokum about wasted 
I votes in this election. Every ballot will count this 
I time whether your man makes it or not.

TREASURES in VICTORIA 


••Did you ever try to rapture a rainbow ?" asked Lnurie. "1 
found them in ancient glass." 

"During the pa.st 30 years of extensive travels w-e have ac¬ 
quired many fine examples of ancient glass," she suM, "but some 
of my most treasured pieces were purcha.sed practically next door 
in a little antique shop while vacationing in Victoria, B.C."

A rtilldhcxxl love of trideicenop, 
as in the hues of the rainbow, in 
bulierflies' wings and in Ihe deptlis 
of an opal, led to Lauiie Butler 
baugh's (aacinallng collerlion of 
ancient glass. Although she had 
apprrcialad antique glass, not until 
her late husband. Dr Grant I. Bul- 
terbaugh of the University of 
WashingltNl, visited the Boston Mu¬ 
seum in 1933 did she see these 
earliest products of glass Mowers' 
art. 

There H stood." recalled Laurie, 
"a tiny bottle which seemed to have 
raptured • rainbow." 

Pressed against the shows:ase. 
she found that all of Ihe other 
plerwa displayed also reflected an 
incredible variety of colon as well 
as gold, copper and sliver when 
Inspected front different angles An 
exhibit at the Freer Gallery In 
Washington. OJC. sdded to Laurie's 
mounting Interest and she 
thought: 

"Oh. If only.I could possess Just 
one piece." 

Mrs. Butlerbaugh. who lives in 
Seallle, oiptained the origin of 
her iressgres: 

"Ancient glass was unranhed In 
\lhe ii mbs of Egypt and in the ruins 
of cities which flourished in Syria 
and Mesopotamia (Iraqi ernturira 
before Chrlal. The or^iiuil glass 
maker nerar saw these (ulori. The 
eolor In ancient gtass is due to the 
diffraction of Ihe light reflened 
from disintegrated particles, and 
disintegration lakes place from 
burial In the earth. Thus. Ihe outer 
incrustation must be romoved with 
extreme care In order to preserve 
Ihe disinlegrated panicles clinging 
to Ihe surfaor of Ihe glass." 

Even when one of these pieces la 
held, lurr.iag ll carefully to enjoy 
Ihe galaxy of eolors reflected hy 
Ihe light, gosKsmer Iridescent 
flakes adhere to the fingers. Some¬ 
times a \mmm or borile has been loo 
thoroughly cleaned, and has been 
automatically relumed to Ha origi¬ 
nal iranxiucence. 

Laurie's wish was finally ful¬ 
filled While she and her husbaiHl 
were In Chicago they purcha.<ied a 
double, sncienl. glaaa vaae papil¬ 
lary known aa a "tear bottle" from 
a collector who had spent 43 years 
In Asia. It la the shape of two lest 
lubes fused together wdih a com¬ 
mon round bane and two amall 
curved handles. Of about the 4th 
Century. B. C.. It was found in 
.Syria and Ihe coloringa are exqui- 
aite. 

"Once II waa su ppn a e d that the 
nwrumera collected ihelr tears In 
these double vases," Laurie told uo, 
"and buried Ihem wlih Ihe deaiT — 
There were alao single bottles to 
collect happy tears,' and these 
were given to the bride to be 
preaen-ed aa a memory of that 
happy day. 

"However. Ihe douMe ones wers 
not really used for tear bottles, but 
for cosmetics, with which the aa- 
ririii ladles colored their eye

As a cllms.x to the afternoon, 
Laurie brought out a M-autiful 
mosaic box and as she openeil the 
lid ihia vlaUor gasped with a«lr>n- 
ishmenl. There lay a nerktace 
about 18 Inches long strung with 
beads tastefully graduated fir.m 
Ihe size of a cdrranl to flat ones 
as large as a woman’s finger nail 
Ihejr vivid Iridescence almost un¬ 
believable. They look like Ihe 
crown jewels, radlaling every color 
of the rainbow-, lapis lazuli, obsi¬ 
dian copper, jold and silver In 
Ihe centre is a flattened oval bead

October that the fort was safe for 
occupation A few years i>reviously 
an American ve.ssel had been ai 
tacked by the Bella Coolas and 
several of the crew. Including the 
captain, killed before the ship 
escap*^!. 

Ks atMtn as the fort w'as finished 
the Llama sailed leaving Daniel 
Manson m charge. 

Aftei the ships had gone Manson 
had moiv Indian trouble, one of his 
men w^ captured, held prisoner, 
and not released until Man.son had 
outwitted and captured Chief Tyeet 
of the village. 

Fort McLaughlin was not a suc¬ 
cess; it was removed to the north 
end of Vancouver island in IfMO 
where it was renamed Fort Rupert. 

In (he spilng. 1834. word reached 
Fort VancsAiver of a Japanese ship 
wrecked near Cape Flattery. An 
overland party was dispatched, by 
way 01 Chehalis, to rescue the 
crew.-reported to he In the hands 
of hostile Indians. When the land 
party lalK'd to reach the scene 
Captain McNeill sailed from the 
Columbia in the Uama to make 
the rescue. Arriving at the Indian 
village he invited head men aboard 
where be held them captive until 
the sucvivol's of the junk were 


farther north, ordered Captain Me 
Neill to kn-p away from their 
waters and. In their turn, the 
traders at Fort Simpson on seeing 
the American bng Lewis chastd 
her away. 

Warnings did not mean much to 
Captain McNelU for in 183l> he 
raided Russian territory where he 
bought a lot of fur. which forced 
the Russians to maintain a patrol 
at Tongass to end such depreda¬ 
tions. 

‘mte Beaver is now on regular 
trips," historian Bancrofl wroie.- 
On Jan. 27. 1837. she was on the 
Nass where Indian trouble had 
broken out. McNeill burned a lot 
of powder. Noisy explosions with 
Iota of smoke from the Beaver's 
cannon ended the dl.spute without 
much damage being done. 

Now that the steamship Beaver 
haa come into the scene, quite sud¬ 
denly. and before going further, 
something should be written about 
the ship that Captain Mc.Neill mm- 
msnded from 1837 to 184.3. 

Her keel, a solid stick of Engli.vh 
oak. one foot square and 100 I<>et 
long was laid on the Thames near 
London. In 1834. her frames and 
double p'anking were of oak. She 
was copper fastened and sheathed. 


as a Hud-son's Bay supply ship, 
later as a .suivey vessel, and lo 
end her days as a tug when Ik 
slammed into a rock entering Bur- 
rard Inlet. 

WJien the Beaver was at Fort 
McLaughIm—hi January 1838, her 
master, William McNeill, at¬ 
tempted to enforce discipline with 
a rope's end. The crew mutinied, 
refusing to tail under a Yankee 
skipp«-r. Factor Work of Fort Mc¬ 
Laughlin was obliged lo a.ssume 
command before the ship could be 
taken bark to Nisqually. AI head¬ 
quarters again Captain McNeill 
changed allegiance to become a 
King George man. 

W hen Sir Robert Simp.son. Gov¬ 
ernor inChlef of the Hudson's Bay 
Company made a trip around the 
World in 1811 1812, he visited the 
I’acKIc Cna.sl for the aecond lime. 

Outward, his journey was from 
I-onilun to Boston, up to Montreal 
and across the continent to Fort 
Edmonton, over Alhahiuka Pasa 
and down the Columbia lo Fort 
VaiM'ouver. From there he trav- 
elled overland lo NiaquaUy where 
his party boarded the Biovcr on 
Sept fi lor the Wiyagr north lo 
vUit Russian dignitaries at Sitka.

It la not difficult to imagine t* e 
fury of Dr. John McLaughlin f<-r 
If there was any hum.m crcaiiiie 
the Chief Factor haled, jt was a 
Yankee skipper. 

Finally in 1832, seeing no oii«t

Dr. McLaughlin not only bought 
the ship and its rargo. but enilc d 
its captain to join the Huds - a 
Boy Company. It was Duncan Kin- 
lay'son who first augges'ed Kftying 
the Llama, realizing (hat the r.ii>- 
tnin'a Intimate knowIed~e of t'<• 
coast would be of great value to 
the company.

Late in 1834, the brig May Dacre 
belonging lu the Columbia River 
Fishing and Trading Company, an 
American company which soon 
failed, dropped down the river on 
her way to sea. Near where Long¬ 
view Is l<Klay. a .one-eyed Indian 
went aboard with a note from Cap¬ 
tain McNeill recommending the 
bearer as a skilU'd pilot. 

A deal was made whereby the 
Indian would pilot the ship over 
Che bar in exchange for four bot¬ 
tles of nim. But every time the 
ship touched hot turn he would for¬ 
feit one bottle 

Only one word "Yah-wa" iCTii- 
nook, which . I will translate as 
"(halaway'i passed between the 
Cowlitz Indian,' standing on the 
bow, and the man at the wheel, as 
he jerked his tliumb one way or 
the other. 

And when the Indian boarded his 
ranoe again four bottles of rum 
were tucked under hL« arm. 

Early in 1835 T.simshianN around 
Fort Simpson were rebellious, tliey 
were not only fighting among 
themselv.-s, hut threatening to at¬ 
tack the fort which was only pre¬ 
vented l»y the timely arrival of the 
Llama, skippered by Captain Mc¬ 
Neill. who. with a few cannon 
shots put an end to the d.inger. 
While the Indians were acting up. 
the whites were squabbling among 
themseb.»s. too. The Russians. 


To propel her, two side lever 
Boulton and Wall engines with 
cylinders 35*4 Inches In diameter 
and 36 Inch stroke turned 13 foot 
paddle wheels, which, at 30 revolu¬ 
tions a minute, pushed her through 
the water at the fantastic speed of 
nine miles per hour. Her boiler of 
wrought Iron not steel operot -d 
at 2*» pounds pressure a low 
pressure favored by most engine 
builders of the day. 

On Aug 31. I83S, a Thames 
River pilot climbed oVer her aide 
at Gravesend and the Beaver, 
under sail with her paddles slowed 
on decl^ began her long, voyage 
around Cape Horn lo arrive on the 
Columbia River after 162 days at 
sea. 

On May 17. 1836. steam was 
raised, smoke poured from the 
funnel, paddle wheels chumPd the 
river white and the Beaver, to the 
astonishment of the Indians, moved 
against the current of the Colum¬ 
bia River - - the first steamship 
I Chinook, "piah ranlm"i to disturb 
the waters of the Pacific. 

Chief Factor John McLaughlin 
did not like such new fangled in¬ 
ventions and before long " the 
Beaver was berthed at Nisqually 
out of the doctor's sight. 

The sturdy little Beaver served ‘ 
her masters well lor 52 years, first.

Neill slopped at Indian villages 
along the way lo trade and Sir 
George Simpson recorded In his 
j'Nintal (he paragraph which has 
been quoted In the Islander before. 
"The Indiaas made sad work 
of < aptois .MeNetll'o name, for 
nhearver hU head showed 
above the bnlwarko, young and 
old, male and female vorl- 
feraled from every ranoe Mn- 
ta hell; Ma ta hell!'* 

This extract, from Sir George's 
journal accomplished two thinga. 
First. Ii identified Johnny Moon'a 
"Matha Hill" keysoo on hla totem 
pole as Captain William McNeill. 
Secondly. It dated the acquisition 
of the keysoo i crest I by Johnny 
Moon's maternal grandfather as 
being not earlier than 1837. be¬ 
cause It was not until 1837 that 
Captain McNeill became master of 
the Bi-aver. 

In 1843 Captain McNeill turned 
hU command of the S-s. Beaver 
over to Capt-sin Todd, after which 
he was placed in charge of north¬ 
ern posts, among them Fort Shnp- 
-son and Fori Rupert where he 
lived, as chief trader, for a number 
of years, with his wife. Matilda, 
the daughter of a Kalgani chief, 
and a growing family.

Ho«e\cr with eompelltton of the Canadian 
Patific Princess fleel and a lack of Iravetllng 
piildii' In the thtnies, the company transferred 
the Piince Henry rf' Ihe Clarke Steam.ship Co. of 
Vuebis'. where she was renamed Norm Star. 

In 1910 Ihe Canadian Covernment paid 
$Hililil00 lor her and she was convrrted lo an 
armiHl merchant ■ rulser In Vancouver. She 
wa> the largest RCN ship based al Esquimau 
Mp In that lime and saw sets-lce In Pacific water* 
until she was converted Into a landing ship for 
the .Normandy invasion. 

In liM-t she became Use first RC.N warship 
to aii an flagship for an Amerli-an admiral dur¬ 
ing Ihe Allied landings in the eoulh ol France. 

In 1916 she was sold by Ihe War As.sets Cor- 
piraHon lo ihe British ministry of transport and 
w:es renamed the Tcnplre Parkeston. under the 
management i-f the General Steam Navigalion 
Ci>. tn 1947 she was used as a troopship on Ihe 
run between Harwieh and-the Hook of H-ilUnd. 
carrying Briii.sh servieemesi lo and from leave 
III the British Army of the Rhine. .She had 
been on lhai shen channel trooping up to fhis 
year and no doubt earned her keep. 

These days, trooping is done more trequenily 
bv air than by sea iransport. and the old Prin-e 
Henry has been sold to Italian shipbreakers at 
S|ie(ia 

Looking al her sister ships' careers, one has 
Pi go back lo KMO when Ihe Prime Rnherl w.u> 
alei converted m an armed merchant cruiser, 
rturing that yeai she captured the German 
moiorship Weser. off Manzanillo. Mexico, under 
the late CmJr. Charles Beard. RCN. She Ihen 
gave sterling service throughout Ihe dltficull 
wartime days wher shipping was so important.

Of course tl yvnuld be reasonable 
to expect that In tropical eounliies 
such as Peru the sun and. ctin>w. 
qtM-nlly, aun-worship would be 
vastly 'mporlanl.. But Its Influeme 
exisnled well beyond ibes* bound 
arte*. By the time of the Bron/e 
Age roughly anuo BL' ii-wasbe'. 
Ing freely adopted by countries of 
n-irihem Eunipe including Scandi 
navia and England. 

Naturally enough the ancients 
raised some outstanding temples 
dedk aled to the sun. Of these wete 
such as the Temple of Jupiter Ba.il 
at Baalbek In Syria, the magniri.

The targets come lo tlie msrksman 
for changing and are returned auTomntically to 
wlei ted ranges. One such "alley'^now operates

Art Willlama, now living on Vancouver 
Island, near Ladysmith. Is one ol the new 
aposlle.s ol the sport. He got Into the game 
12 years ago w hen he persevered in the old way 
of learning by trying, becoming a competitor 
and finally turning into a real "Toxophillle." 
which Is a ptillle word. Charlie meaning 
student, or lover of archery. 

Today the world of archery knows Williams 
of Ladysmith In Canada, the United .'States and 
In Britain. For Art has helped usher the oldest 
known sport Into the atomic age. Some .Vl.OOO 
years after its Invention he claims lo have 
dev^oped a better bow and the gentle sport 
has become for him a way of life anti a career. 
Inside five years his accomplishmeiils have 
won'him friends and converts. He knows the 
flattery of Imitation He's a new Canadian 
worth watching.

■KFOBK THr W1I.UAMN anW. competi 
tors, says Art. had one Mg complaint The bow 
was too delicate whether they used fine wood 
or a composite oe laminated bow Whenever 
they exceeded the draw length for which the 
bow was designed It was liable to break. 
Champions commonly appeared In a match 
with three bows. As man Isn't a machine any 
human variation In style would thieaten the 
bi>w If It Just wasn't his day. a competitor 
might be looking for a spare at anv stage in 
the round. Ordinary sportsmen coukln't afford 
wastage Hke this. It was holding the g.tme 
back. 

Until Williams started to worry the prob- 
lem! In 19W he began to experiment. He tried 
lo marrv plastic to wood. This was good theory. 
Unfortunately ordinary glue would not do. 
The first obstacle, therefore, wa.s to find a 
bonding process. Bow makers for .years had 
been awate ol adhesives like epoxy But none 
U soluble in water and wood needs its per¬ 
centage of moisture. 

Williams studied everything he could find 
on the subtect. lived with his probh-m day and 
night, kept experimeMing. and finally came up 
with a bond that gave him 100 per cent per- 
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formance for the process he desired. Then he 
designed and built a bow with a poll of -kl 
pounds that gave him an apow velocity only 
equalled by a wooden bow with a pull of 60 
pounds. 


THFV UltST MOTH FD something now 
had been added lo the long romantic history of 
arrhery when Art entered a flight compotillon 
with hiis new bow It ■•xi eeded ten yards per 
pound of draw weight when the average, was 
6.S yards ' * 

Not only did It outperform anything It came 
up against, but the Williams bow would not 
bleak. It was hard lo take the claim seriously. 
Bows had always had this breal. factor. .So Art 
proved It. Four yean- ago he Hemonstraied by 
taking a bow .'>4 inches 'ong and drawing It back 
42 Inches ^ 

John MacNkughton of the Ladysmith 
Chronicle look a picsuie and had a cut made 
which An used on his guarantee against failure 
and delaniinaiion. 

Now he was in buHinexx Art started making 
bows to ocdei; and Margaret, his wife, at¬ 


tended lo the arrows and the fletching. First 
cuslomei-s were the anhers on Vancouver 
Island, then fnim the Vancouver area. Soon 
orders were coming from as far awav as Win¬ 
nipeg and down through the western Slates. 

A Vancouver sportsman, visiting a trainer 
of horses for m.vally in England, admired a co|. 
lection of beautiful bows Ills dislIngulAed 
host looked at them wistfully and said his 
archery days weer over. War wounds had left 
him Incapahle of drawing the strings again. 
The problem was put lo Art. who designed a 
bow with a pull of only 23 pounds but a per- 
formant p that could spe^ an arrow lo a target 
at modest range. It was sent to England and 
now the gallant gentleman Is back in the game.

This exeeeiled the national distance record. 
Williams' bmts went on to take Canadian. 
International and Pacific .Northwest all-time 
dl.stame msirds and highest seines in Inter¬ 
national Rounds. Art W'ilKams went to Libby, 
Montana, and sent an anow the greatest dis¬ 
tance ever achieved by a Canadian «30 yards, 
2 feet and 8 Inches.

ally scientific approach to sun 
worship was aiarted early and 
there were suidi outstanding In¬ 
dividuals as Imhotep of Egypt and 
l/r-Nammu, a Sumerian king, who 
Were a.slronomers, scientists, en- 
glneciW and mathematicians all 
rolled Into one. 

Vet these two must have Tiiill 
their equals elsewhere. They 
have left clear evidences behind 
them. 

The oldest Mayan city known, 
Uaxactun In Gualemiila, has 
among i|s ruins whal is prohnhiy 
an enormous foreiunner of the 
sundial. Il is a pyramid some 50 
feet high with a plaster platform 
painted red on Ihe lop. From this 
vantage point the Mayan priests 
would waich Ihe sunrise and this 
In particular relation lo three 
preci.sely located temples rftwrhy. 
Precise orientation was nothing 
new even within a hundred years 
of Ihe birth of Christ. The great 
pyramid of Khiifu was exactly 
oriented 3 000 years before Ihe era 
of Haxactun. 

W'hen the sun rose behind the 
northern front corner of Temple 


No. 1. the Mayan priests knew that 
it was midsummer and it was 
equally certainty midwinter when 
the sun made his Initial apprar- 
anee from behind Ihe southern 
front corner of temple No. 3. The 
equinoxes, both spring and fall, 
were at hand when dawn hmke 
exactly behind the centre of temple 
No. 2. 

ThW. In the lijht of nrodrm 
invention, was a laborious and 
rather compllcaled method of 
determining ihejime of year. But 
It worked and it must have in¬ 
volved something very much in 
the nature of scientific calculation 
lo set it all up. ^ 

But there Is another, far better- 
known monument conro-cled with 
sun-worship and, likely. Ihe «fc'ter- 
mination of Ihe innoionK. Tliis is 
Ihe famous Stonehenge on Salis¬ 
bury Plain In England, a spot far 
more likely lo be visited by Cana¬ 
dians than Caxactun in the Guate¬ 
malan jungle. 

Among Ihe separate siructures 
of Stonehenge those academically 
allurled to as II and Ilia Include 
Ihe enormous "sarsen” tillllhoiw. 
Ihe uprights, the lintels, and so 


on. which are today Ihe chief 
features of the naonument. These 
are readily conceded to have been 
roughly and approximirleiy aligned 
on the midsummer sunrise. Pop¬ 
ular belief, howi'ver, goes a good 
deal further lhan this and one of 
the most perxisleni misconceplloiu 
is that the point of sunrise on 
MMsummer Day is marked by Ihe 
so-called "Heel Slone" when ob¬ 
served fium llie centre of Ihe 
monument. Actually, true suniiiu*, 
the very first gleam of light over 
Ihe horizon, will not lake place 
over Ihe Heel Slone until A.D. 
.3360 and, when Stonehenge Ilia- 
wax constructed, sunrise was some¬ 
what further to-the west. Points 
of sunrise are not constant; they 
vary with a movi-menl known as 
the Obliquity of the Eclipli^ 

The .same applies lo Ihe axis of 
Stonhenge; it roinrided approxl- 
naately with the direction of sun¬ 
rise on Midsummer Day when It 
was iaid out. 

But these approximations betray 
the oiiglnal Intention so that Stone¬ 
henge can be confiilently writhm 
down as one of the world's great¬ 


est monuments of sun-wurship 
•wren if it w aslronumlcally olf Ihe 
mark. 

If. nowailavs. we Hiink of ir.td- 
siimmer In terms of ramps, 
beaches, vacationa and rrUxalion 
in general. It wasn't always that 
way. 

There was a time when it was 
aa imporlanl a day as any In 
the whole calendar; a day full of 
magic and rituals, hopes and fears, 
piqyers and thanksgivihgs.

They argued that it was better to 
destroy The factory that produced the 
enehiies' planes and guns rather than meet 
these weapons on the battlefields. 

It Was in late 1917 that they wun tfieir 
point. Up to that time, aquadroru were at¬ 
tached to army corps, much in the same way 
aa artillery or any other ancillary aervicc Is 
allai'hed to a combat division. 

And like fleM funa. they were used for 
purely tarttcal purposes atrafling troops, 
bombing gun emplacements and munition, 
dumps. acl.Ing as artillery apotlers and pro- ^ 
vtding signal protection to ground operations. 

The sue^s of long range bombing atucks 
by German Zeppellna and Golhas had beon 
carefully noted by Allied bombing experts, 
who had fought oppoaltlon from old-line senior 
officers in order to stage long-range test raids 
of their own against such strategic targets as 
Zeppelin sheds and munitions factories. 

The germ of the Idea for an air group that 
rould operate Independently of local ground 
command became a reality In the winter ol 
1917, when the Independent Air Force, under 
the command of Major General Sir Hugh 
Trenctiard. was Introduced to Europe. 

Considering the nuijor part Canada was 
playing In the aerial war. It was only natural 
that one of Malor-General Trenchard'i key 
lieutenants would be a Canadian. 

When the war ended, a senior Rhtiah of¬ 
ficer said of Redford H. "Red" Mulock. CBE. 
nSO:. "He has probably done more for air 
fighting . . . than almost anyone else.' 

^RetF Mnlock 


"Red" Mulock was a civil engineer in Win 
tilpeg when war broke out. One of the first 
Canadians to join the Royal Naval Air Servlee. 
he posse s sed a tremendous zest for flight and 
combat. 

He performed every task, from chasing 
Zeppelins over the North Sea and bombing 
their home sheds at Brussels to dog fighting 
with the enemy, escorting bomber, riving 
photngrdflhic rrconnaisaarice and attacking 
submarines. 

He won steady promotion and commandisl 
No. 3 Squadron, RNAS, which later became 
the 203 Squadron. RAF. This was the unit 
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with which Collishaw won so many battlea 
and which he later oommanded when Mulock 
was promoted to the rank of wing commander. 

Mulock was one of the hundreds of pilots 
who volunteered for the hazardous duty with 
Major General "Boom" TTenchand's Independ 
ent Air Force. 


First Commandment 


The unit, designated the 27th Group of the 
RAF. originated a phrase that was the keynote 
of their purpose In life and was to become the 
Finn Commandment of the RAF and RCAF 
in the Second World War. The phrase was 
"deep penetration." 

It meant that the Independent Air Force, 
to achieve Ha purpose, must be able to fly deep 
.within Germany to hit (argeta of strategic 
value. 

This meant the bombers must fly alone 
without fighter escort, for none of the Seouta 
of the period had the fuel capacity to lake 
^them on long flights. 

The planes needed for the job must be able 
to pay their way by carrying a good bomb 
load besides having the performance and 
armament necessary to fight their way in - 
and out—of Germany. 

The IAF came Into being at Nancy, France, 
on May 20, 1918. By June, It was In action. 

Its four squadrons and the types ol planes 
they flew were: Squadron 55 iWI II, Squad¬ 
ron 99, (DH 91; ^uadron 100 (FE 2b> and 
Squadron 216 ■ Handley Page i. 

The latter aircraft was Britain’s an.swcr to 
the Gotha. Actually designed and buih before 
the German bombiT. the first types were Un¬ 
satisfactory. Then mode] 0/*O0 was built and 
proved iUelf the long range bomber required 
tor IAF purposes. 

It was ones charged that the Gotha wa.s 
pirated from the Handley Page design and 
cloak-and dagger spy rumors circulated after 
an unfortunate incident which saw one of the 
first models fall Intact in German hands. 

Tile story startl'd when one of the planes, 
which was being flown to France from Eng¬ 
land, _ landed at a German held airdrome by 
mistake.

RAF's Story 
of Strategic 
Development 


which at one time was the fastest plane oper¬ 
ating on Hie Western Front. Its speed and 
armament twin Lewis machineguns for the 
observer and a lorwardiflring Vickers for the 
pilot gave it the armament needed for its 
double role of bomber and escort for the big 
Handley-Pages'. 

Major-General Trenchard found no shortage 
of pilots for his unit, for hundreds stepped 
forward to man the planes that wocild take the 
war Into the indualrial heart of Germany. 

In his short span of life, the IAF (lew 
11.784 ‘hours, dropped 540 tons of bombs, fired 
vast amounts of ammunition at ground tar¬ 
gets and destroy^ 150 German planes in aerial 
combat. It lost ill machines by enemy action. 

Its proven success bolstered the arguments 
of the bombardment exponents and If the war 
had continuet), a force of 60 squadrons was 
to have been created for the special task of 
strategic bombing. 

It was one such task that fell to "Red" 
Mulock « task that was to have been the 
most daring of alt the exploits of the IAF. 

Berlin Turret 

Mulock. now commander of the 27th Group, 
was itlngled out to head a special bomber 
force, equipped with the giant new four- 
motored Handley-Page V'1500. which were 
under construct Ion. 

The group's target Berlin! 

On order were 250 of the super-bombers, 
powered by four 350 horsepower Rolls-Royce 
engines and carrying three tons of bombs. In 
addition to normal machinegun armament, the 
new bombers also carried a one-pound, quick- 
firing cannon, which experts felt would pro¬ 
vide all the prott-ctlon necessary for the long- 
range raid. 

Four had been dellvwed and Mulock. after 
Intensive crew training, announced he was 
ready to load this preliminary force Into Ger¬ 
many. 

Then the Armistice wag signed. 

The end of hostilities saw the end of the 
hig plane, for nothing ol its size was developed 
until 19'29 when Germany's Dornier works 
turned out the giant multi-engine passenger 
liner the Dornier IX3X. 

Colonel Mulock br*came one of the ouLstand- 
Ing figures in Canadian aviation following the 
war. As.sociated with Canadian Vickers Ltd. 

In Montreal, he directed the largest group of 
operating companies flying In this country.

Vashon a second wife wsa Sarsh. ataer of 
Admiral Peter Rainier, whose nsme U pcrpeiu- 
sted In Mount Rainier. In the Tacoma area, and 
which, on very clear days, may be seen south¬ 
east from Victoria. Originally the name was 
Regnler. 

Admiral Rainier was bom about 1741, accord¬ 
ing to Walbran. and died In London In IWJH. after 
aerving as a member of the House of Commons. 
He left one-tenth of his estate of £290.000 to 
help In the reduction of the national debt of 
England. 

Navy hialorian Brenlon wrote of this Rainier 
bequest, which shook England: “With the 
highest respect lor the memory of thU eaeenent 
officer and man. I should humbly suggest that 
if in future any of our admiral* should happen 
to tave more money than they require, they 
would think of the widow* and orphans of their 
brother officers ’at the thatched house.’ ’The 
bequest of 10 per cent was Uke a drop of water 
In the ocean whereon ft had been rained, and 
was recrived without thanks, for none could be 
grateful for that which, being spread owr so 
large a surface, was unfelt and unseen. 

The Capl. Baker with whom 1 spoke said 
he has great trouble keeping all hla ancestors 
sorted out. Wslbran mentions how these famous 
earty-day explorers were all mixed up together: 
-Rainier'* slater. Sarah, married Admiral James 
Vaahon (and Joseph Baker had married 
Vashon'i nlecel and thus Rainier. In a way, 
became related by marriage to the namesake 
of Mount Baker." 

Puget Sound was named by Vancouver, and 
BO was Whldbey Island- after Peter Puget, 
second lieutenant of the Dlacovery, and Joseph 
Whldbey. the Diacowcry's master. 

Walbran says of Whldbey: "No officer in 
Vancouver’s expedition examined more of this 
coast line In an open boat than the roaster of 
the Discovery, and doubtless he often suggested 
to his commander the names which many points 
Islands at present bear. He was a moat 
accurate and painstaking observer, and UlOe 
seems to have escaped his attention when on nis 
boat expeditions. If we may Judge from the 
fUelity arlth which his remarks apply W 
coast today. Vancouver, apparently, had the 
greetest confidence In Whldbey’s Judgment and 
skill, and, from long experience was. no doubt, 
fuUy Justified In reposing this trust In hla 
officer. ’They had been shipmates previous !• 
this voyage." 

Joseph Whldbey died in Taunton. -SomersM- 
shire, in 1833 and lies buried In the churchyard 
there.
